We, your committee on streets and alleys, re 
spectfully report: 
1. Contract to Walter N. Harrison to furnish 
and place In position tin signs bearing the 
name of the street on which they are placed. 
2. In favor of the resolution of Councilman 
Ofenloch to grade and pave with brick the 
sidewalks on the south side of Samuel street, 
from John to Gay street. 
3. In favor of the resolution of Councilman 
Halber to grade Huffman street, from the west 
line of Huffman's addition to Franklin avenue, 
4. In favor of the resolution of Councilman 
Sdhmueckle to pave with cedar blocks Clinton 
street from the track of the New York, Ohlcai 
ft St. Louis railway to Main street, except t 
crossing of Columbia street. 
5. In favor of the resolution of Councilman 
Yordermark asking permission be given Mr. 
Kohd to cobble the gutters fronting on lots No.

the time the trenches are opened they are never 
closed under ten days and usually about three 
weeks, to the great inconvenience of the citl- 
zena. It Is wrong to allow persons to take pos- 
session of streets and alleys and dig trenches 
that blockade them for such an unreasonable 
longtime. Besides the inconvenience to citi- 
zens, in ca.<ie of fire the fire department could 
not render efficient service by being prevented 
In so many ways from getting over the streets 
and alleys. 
8. We report that when the trenches for nat- 
ural gas plM are refilled the work Is not proper- 


' and settling the earth, as is 
ilnance given to the natural 
gas company. The result Is that the streets 
and alleys cannot be kept in a good, passable 
and safe condition. Theenrthls filled In the 
trenches so loosely that after a tail of rain the 
water in places settle the dirt and produces 
dangerous holes. At street intersections and 
alley crossings large ridges of earth remain 
pUed up; obstructions which people are com- 
pelled to drive over. When macadam pavement 
IS'dug up it is not put back In proper shape. 
We recommend that the street commissioner 
proceed according to law and compel the nat- 
ural gas company to restore the streets and al- 
leys In accordance to the terms ot their ordl-
